The  answer  indicates  that 
the  question  was  understood.  The  response  need 
not  be  correct.  A  response  like  "I  don't  know 
my  social  security  number"  (General  Information, 
question  3)  or  the  wrong  number  indicates  that 
the  question  was  understood. 

2.  Correct  answer.  An  informationally  correct 
response .  This  criterion  only  applies  to  the 
questions  for  the  two  brief  stories.  All  of 
the  information  needed  to  answer  the  questions 
is  in  the  stories  or  aural  input,  none  of  it  is 

in  the  pictures.  For  the  other  parts  of  the  test, 
the  correct  information  is  either  in  the  soldier's 
head  or  in  the  pictures. 
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3.  Grammatically  correct.  The  response  must  be 
completely  grammatically  correct,  but  need  not 
be  a  complete  sentence.  For  example,  the 
answer  to  the  question  "What  did  Alex  find 
last  week?"  could  be  "A  ring."  "A  diamond 
ring,"  or  "He  found  a  ring  in  a  box."  Just  the 
word  "ring"  is  not  correct.  If  the  response 

is  informationally  incorrect  but  grammatically 
correct,  it  receives  a  point,  e.g.,"Alex  found 
$10.00". 

4 .  No  rephrasing/repetition.  The  interviewer  did 
not  have  to  repeat  or  rephrase  the  question  in 
order  to  get  a  response.  If  the  soldier  asks 

to  have  the  question  repeated  or  does  not  respond, 
the  interviewer  should  repeat  or  rephrase  the 
question;  but  the  soldier  would  not  receive  a 
point  for  this  criterion. 

For  the  Firing  Positions/Patrolling  Positions  pictures  a 
soldier  can  receive  from  one  to  three  points  for  the  criterion 
grammatically  correct.  Each  grammatically  correct  phrase  or  sentence 
produced  to  describe  the  picture  receives  a  point.  If  a  soldier 
initially  responds  with  only  one  phrase  or  sentence  (e.g.,  "  a 
soldier  crawling  on  the  ground")  ask  "Can  you  describe  the  picture?" 
or  "Do  you  see  anything  else?"  Only  the  response  to  the  interviewer's 
initial  question  is  scored  for  no  rephrasing/repetition.  Prompts 
to  produce  additional  responses  for  grammatical  points  do  not  count 
as  rephrasing  or  repetition.  Try  to  get  the  soldier  to  make  three 
utterances .
